TTALTFlT bf Pennsylvania^ a Democrat, both have ob. looted vigorously to lotting 
SSSLSSa reside permanently In the United States, It has been pointed out that 

enjoyed exoellent relations with the Comnawiate after the Soviet occupied 
Rumania, and was one of the few industrialists who got the Soviet to return 
three of his factories, seised under a previous Rumanian regime* 

the Communist Government, it was charged, even paid him half a million 
dollars fbr the profits he oould have made during the period these factories 
were taken from him.
